As I recall one of the ham magazines ran an article about Slinky's configured 
for a beverage. It might have been CQ in the 80's... but I can't be sure. 


My recollection was that the author used 5-6 of them soldered end-to-end 
together, strung onto a horizontal pilot rope, and then fed and terminated in 
the same way that other beverages were assembled. Thus the antenna required 
100-or-so linear feet instead of 300-600 feet length.

Great idea Stuart, Except I like to Save Coins and Hardware in My Vitamin 
Bottles. Almost as Cheep is a piece ov PVC Pipe and a Couple of End Caps. 


1" is a Nice Size unless you wish to do Coils, then pick something a bit 
larger 1-1/4" or 1-1/2". Since I use 3/16" Black Dacron Lines for all of 
my antenna projects, I just drill a hole in the Cap and tie a figure Eight 
in the end and poke it thru the hole. If a Temporary insulator, Just use 
a one foot length double it, knot it and poke the loop thru the hole in 
the cap and glue the cap on. The Wire Side Likewise or use a Screw eye if 
you want to get fancy. 


Tees make nice center supports for the feeders. I include either a screw 
eye or Rope Leader in the top for Support of the Center Section. 


Coils can be made inside of the Pipe for Weather Proofing. 


Of Course they are heavier and more expensive than the Pill Bottles.

back. They are a bit flimsy by themselves.

They are pretty durable once they dry, especially if you give them an extra 
coat of acrylic. I have a homebrew K5JHF morse tutor in my car that has 
been bantered around for over a year and still looks good. It used an 


ink-jet paper. I've had some smearing with the ink jet paper 

recently. That's probably a fault with my printer, a Canon BJC-5100. The 
decal paper's surface is slick. You might want to test your ink-jet 
printer on transparency first. If it works with that, it should work fine 
with the decal paper. 


If you want to use a laser printer, be sure your printer can feed light 
card stock, which is about the weight of the laser decal paper. 


The decal paper is about $2 per HALF sheet, in "sample" quantities, and 
about $1 per sheet for a box or 25.

Brad, I have used the 6BU8 in a productor detector where the grid and 
screen are the typical triode BFO and the signal is fed to the supressor 
grid, the plates are connected to a split plate winding of 5 to 10 K 
plate to plate and the center tap goes to 150 volts dc along with the 
screen.I used one of the Lionel transformers popular in the W2EWL double 
sideband modification of the ARC 5 transmitters. Use a 5 to 10 Kohm 
resistor in the cathode to ground, not bypassed,as this is where the 
mixing takes place. The audio output is greater than most product 
detectors and this circuit has very good overload characteristics with 
strong signals.

The helically wound antenna is often a good compromise though some say 
it will not radiate because most radiation stops at any loading device! 
I can remember having just that discussion with LB Cebik back at the 
first FDIM! I contend it works, despite what theory might say! 


3 feet is about one meter! The 20 meter dipole I built was almost 
exactly 3 meters from end to end! In my experience there is a definite 
limit to how short you can make the antenna. I have found that the 
longer the antenna is with respect to the design frequency the better it 
will radiate. On 40 meters mine way about 6 meters long, on 20, 3 
meters. I think this is pushing the envelope! 


I also have used the HyGain CB whip on 10 meters. I cut about 1 inch 
off the end and it functioned pretty well! 


Since exact formulae are not readily available, I think the antenna has 
fallen into sort of disfavor. There are now more web sites around about 
it. I caution against calling it a helical antenna, that term covers a 
special antenna type with totally different characteristics than the 
hellicaly wound version!

Got home late at 0230 UTC and rushed in to chase a Fox. Found 
both and wrote down their frequencies. Called them several times with no 
luck. I would find the guy the Fox was working and get right on that 
frequency. When Fox said TU I call and he comes back to another 9 or 8 or 
@ or 2 or 4 station, right on MY frequency! My signal is so weak he copies 
the other guy over my QRM! 


So turn on the TV and see what's on. At 0330 UTC when the program 
ends look again at the frequencies. I worked both Foxes in 4 minutes of 
each other at this time. I think Ron remembered to turn his beam south, 
because he was 599+ when I worked him. 


If you live within a 1000 miles of the west coast, you might as 
well not bother to try until at least an hour into the hunt. Just spot 
frequencies.

Hi All, 
Another interesting night on 40m. 


I had a clear frequency all staked out. When O200utc rolled around, I 
called "CQ FOX" and all of a sudden there were two other guys starting a 
QSO on frequency. I slid up a bit and called again. NONE returned with 
a solid milliwatt signal from Wisconsin. That's normally a tough path. 


Then ... nothing. I went 3 minutes without a getting any calls. I slid 
up a bit more in frequency. I frantically started double-checking 
everything just to be sure I was connected to the right antenna and 
transmitting on 40m. Everything was right. 


Thankfully, Lon W9XU called in loud and clear. He was followed by the 
entire pack. Wow! Total bedlam! I dove headlong into the sea of 


callers and was immediately repulsed by wave after wave of callsigns. I 
headed for the edges of the pile and started picking people off. The 
rate meter on TR shot upward to 100 as I -- using a surfing analogy -- 
tried to position myself in the curl of the wave. Major fun! 


40m seemed to stay short for the first hour. That was OK though, 
because the noise was low and the signals were strong. There were lots 
of milliwaters spread throughout the hunt and they were breaking the 
pileup. The band changed around 0315 and the pileup thinned 
dramatically. I kept rotating the antenna around to be sure that I 
wasn't missing anyone. I also kept returning to a western heading to 
try to pick up guys on the Left Coast. Propagation just wasn't there it 
seems. 


In the end I gave out 124 pelts across 35 states and 4 Canadian 
Provinces. A most enjoyable evening. 


I'd like to say a big thank you to all the hounds. First, because the 
pile-up was extremely well behaved. When I listened for an exchange I 
heard nothing but the one station I was working. That is so great, 
especially after spending hours in unruly pile-ups for the VP8 
DXpeditions. 

I'd also like to say thanks to the hounds and Hunt Committee for letting 
me serve as one of the Foxes this season. It is pure radio joy to be 
chased by a pack of hounds and hand out pelts. I float around for days 
after each hunt. Thank you!

Hi All, 


I remember learning to print the way George tells it. All 
the letters started at the bottom and the pen never left 
the paper until you moved over to do the next letter. 


Let me add this..... I was 18 when I learned that and it 
was very easy then but I'm not sure how it would seem 

now! :-) But we did have to copy 5 letter (which might 
include numbers) code groups at 25 wpm. We could "miss" a 
letter three ways..... by copying the wrong letter, by 
drawing the letter wrong or by drawing the letter so messy 
that someone else couldn't read it. 


Using that style of printing I'm sure the average person 
could copy 100% at well over 30 wpm. 


However, for most of us there is no longer a real reason 
to copy 100%. Just take notes. Getting the call is 


simple.... it gets sent many times during a QSO. Names 
are usually easy. After all, if you copy B ? B you are 
pretty safe calling the other op Bob! :-) 


One other thing.... 


The very BEST way to improve your CW is to forget all 
about "methods" and just get on the air. Work people at 
speeds just above where you can copy well. Keep pushing 
yourself. Get in contests. Contests will improve your 
speed quicker than anything else. 


Remember this..... what you hear and learn from the 
computer is not like what you will find on the air. You 
need to learn to handle all the fun real world things like 
QRM, QRN, QSB and etc. (Well OK, one of the programs has 
just added some of that and that is a GREAT step forward! 
Now to add is some lid setting up close to you and calling 
CQ!) Add to that the FACT that most CW 


being sent over the air isn't perfect. It's being sent by 
hand and you need to get the skills to copy it. Just try 


calling CQ on Sunday morning of a 48 hour contest..... you 
are about 3/4 asleep when someone with a 20 over S9 signal 
calls you using a bug..... one with a LOT of "swing" with 


the dits set at about 35 wpm and making the dahs at about 
15 wpm and if you get it all without asking for a repeat 
you are getting there! :-) 


Yea, yea, I know.... in a perfect world all the CW heard 
would be perfect but that's just not the case. It's your 
choice..... you can chose to only be able to copy 


"perfect" CW but the ops that we (those of us that were 
learning as kids way back when) looked up to could copy 
anything that anyone could send!
